FLKEfr BAY PLANS 


The Atlantic fleet will be in New- 


port Harbor from August 7 to August 
20, and preparations are being made 
to entertain the officers and men while 
here. 
The personnel will be quite 


large, considering the crews on all the 
large and small vessels and auxilia- 
ries, but the number of battleships 
will not be very large. However, the 
destroyers, submarines,- flying ships, 
and others will go to make up a siza- 
ble fleet. 


The committee on Fleet Day, which 


will be August 16, are holding weekly 
meetings, and are making good pro- 
gress with the plans for.the day. It 
is expected that the decorations on 
Washington Square and Thames street 
will be very elaborate, especially in 
the evening, when special illuminating 
features will be used. 
An engineer

now working out the plans for this 
feature, under the direction of Super- 
intendent Gosling of the local plant, 
and it is expected that specifications 
will be ready for the meeting next 
Monday evening. 


The block party on Washington 


Square will be the feature of the 
evening, the entire square being roped 
off for dancing. 
It is expected that 


over 1000 young women will be avail- 
able for dancing partners, under the 
direction of a large number of ma- 
trons. 


Plans for the cutter races in the 


harbor are coming along well, and a 
large number Of entries are assured. 
Permission h;is been given for the 
Vise of navy cutters,and the local 
crews will use these as well as the 
crews from the various ships.

Forty-six new buffalo calves are re- 


ported on three of the four gume pre- 
serves maintained by the biological 
survey of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for the special 
protection of buffalo. On the national 
bison range, In Montana, there are 417 
buffalo. Including 28 calves born this 
spring. Fifteen, calves are reported at 
the Wind Cave preserve, in South Da- 
kotu, and 8 at Nlobrara, Neb. 


The 
department 
has been 
very 


fortunate In maintaining »the herds 
established at these three points and 
at Sullys Hill, North Dakota. There 
are relatively few large buffalo herds 
now scattered over the country, and 
the biological survey has made special 
efforts to provide suitable ranges and 
protection for what threatened a few 
years ago to become 
an 
extinct 


species of native American animal.

Today It is a lost art, 


for'science bus practically won tha 
long fight and Is now able to discover 
and classify every known poison even 
months nfter the 
victim has • suc- 


cumbed to Its effects. 


Within the last generation almost 


every kind of poison has come within 
the scope of the ever-Increasing expe- 
rience of medico-legal experts who 
have been called to give evidence In Im- 
portant cases—from the hyoscyamlna 
of the Crlppen cnse to the arsenical 
flypaper of the Setldon affair. 


Arsenic, antimony, prusslc acid, car- 


bolic add, oxalic acid, mercury, bella- 
donna, opium, heroin, morphia, calabar 
bean, croton seed, nitric acid, pyrldlno 
that most deadly poi?on found in. mi- 
nute n.ui!nlltles In dirty tobacco plpea 
—all have been traced, tabulated and 
chained by the patient, emotionless de- 
tective, Science.

Marriage tie going on In America and 
Us Inevllablo consequence race sui- 
cide, Increasing throngs in tho divorce 
courts, weeping women, unhappy men, 
children orphaned, not by God's will, 
but by the selfishness of parents." 


Spc.iklng further of marriage, the re- 


port snys: "Prostituted us It la in the 
United Stales to a mere means for 
physical union—a legalized form of 
concubinage—it will produce Ihe re- 
sult of Increasing sterility as It has 
nlways done In the past." 


The report deplores the destructive 


effect of Industrial development on the 
Ideal uf tho family, the Impairment of 
the social and moral standard of Chris- 
tian living and the loss of sufficient 
leisure for mental, moral and Eplrltual 
culture, due to "speeding up" 'of the 
Industrial pace. 


It recommends that'"the criminal 


feeble-minded 
and 
morally 
vicious 


ought to be prevented from propogat- 
Ins their kind," and recommends also 
"an insistence upon health certificates 
as an antecedent to marriage." 


"No small part of the problem of the 


family," according to the report, "de- 
pends upon- the enactment of a na- 
tional law providing for uniform mar- 
riage and divorce throughout the Unit- 
ed States. A bill Is now before Con- 
gress, which la seriously recommend- 
ed to Ihe convention. 


The commission also "heartily In- 


dorses Ihe warning uttered by th« 
great Lambeth Conference of Bishops 
In London In 1020 against the practice 
of means for avoiding conception aa 
Involving grave dangers to physical 
health as well as to moral Innocence 
anil threatening the future of the hu- 
man race. 


"We touch the root of the family 


problem when we point to the lack 
of religion In the home.

What used to 
be called "the classic traditions" have 
long since died out and given place to 
new conceptions of the origins of 
Greek art, and the tendency of mod- 
ern criticism is also to revise old Ideas 
of late classic styles.

periods of Hellenic development are 
ncccpted—In their relation to our own 
Jlme, rather than as absolute, conserv 
ntivc Ideals of beauty. 


Archeology hns, In our day, become 


one of the most vividly interesting and 
thoroughly alive of pursuits, continu- 
ally opening up new avenues of In- 
quiry, and giving light nnd Inspira- 
tion to the whole field of art. Arche- 
ological discoveries of the last 50 
years have shown that the golden 
age of Greek nrt was more tlian 2,000 
years In the making.
